Campagne building, after moving th, 
Lusk Electric Shop. 

Wo contracts have been awarded 
yet for the moving of the Duff & 
Doyle building or the Atrino and 
Mienlo Hardware Co. stores. 

‘Workmen will start moving fences 
and removing trees and shrubs from 
the right-of-way from Five Points 
te the San Fancisquito Creek Bridge 
Monday. At the same time, bill- 
board operators will send crews here 
eo ehange locations of the billboards, 
which, it seems, will be allowed to 
remain on th highway, dspit pro- 
tests of property owners. 

The San Francisco hontracting 
firm that has the contract for the 
widening of the highway has been 
garnteq priority privileges on all 
materials needed for the job, it was 
Jearned, thus eliminating the threat! 
of a delay in work. 

Moreofer, according to informa- 
tion received by The Recorder, the 
war department, anxious to have 
the highway completed for defense 
purposes, has been urging the state 
highway commission to expedite 
work on it. 

Although no official information 
has been forthcoming, with work 
now scheduled to start on the fence 
relocations and clearing of the new 
right-of-way, actual construction is 
expected to start before or shortly 
after the first of the year, it was 
said.

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WRITES FOR THE RECORDER

It may be useful to examine two 
ef the phrases we frequently use. 

It is said, for example, that we 
are engaged in “an undeclared 
war’ with Germany. What does 
this mean? As we now use the 
phrase, we are thinking of the fact 
that Congress has not voted a dec- 
laration of war against Germany 
but that nevertheless there are hos- 
tilities: this raises question, 
whether the “undeclared war” is 
under the American constitution an 
ilegal war. 

But this is not at all the histori- 
cal meaning of the words. From 
Roman times to the Hague confer- 
ence of 1907, a declared war meant 
a war which was announced to the 
enemy before hostilities began 
whereas an undeclared war was one 
which began without notice. Thus, 
for example. our Wai of 1812 was 
formally declared by a vote of Con- 
gress. But because hostilities be- 
gan before the news of this vote 
reached England, an eminent writ- 
er on international law like F. De 
Martens regarded our action, 
though constitutional in the Unit- 
ed States, as an undeclared war. 
This illustrates vividly the essential 
point which is that in the correct 
use of the term “undeclared war,” 
the question at issue is not who 
within a country has legal author- 
ity to begin hostilities but whether 


the 


there has been a declaration to the 
enemy before the hostilities begin. 

In this, the proper sense of the 
term, true examples of “undeclared 
war’ were Hitler’s attack on Den- 
mark and on Norway and on Rus- 
sia, and Mussolini's attack on 
Greece. For in these instances they 
tr without warning. To Strike 
without warning is the essence of 
an “undeclared war.” In this sens, 
the limited hostilities we are con- 
ducting in the Atiantic should not. 
even if they described as war, 
be called an undeclared war. For 
the President. who since the time 
of Chief Justice Marshall has been 
“the sole organ of the nation in its 
axternal relations,” has given Hitler 
repeated and ample warning of 
what to expect. If the hostilities 
in the Atlantic are “war,” they are 
not as regards Hitler an “undeclared 
war.” 

Whether, some contend here 
at home, the hostilities are illegai 
because they have not been author- 
ized in advance by Congress, is an- 
cther and more complicated ques- 
tion. Men will answer it different- 
ly because Americans have always 
differed in their views as to how 
the Constitution is to be interpret- 
ed. But one thing can be said with 
certainty, that there is excellent 
and solid precedent for saying that

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State Traffic Deaths 
Total 3,183 This Year 

The Department of Motor Ve- 
hicles estimated the number of dead 
from traffic accidents at 3,183 for 
the first eleven months of 1941. 

With still a month to go, this ex- 
ceds by 44 the highest previous ret- 
ord for an entire year, the prior 
record having been established in 
1937 when 3,139 pesons met their 
death in traffic mishaps. It is 402 
more traffic deaths than occurred 
in California during the first elevem 
months of last year. 

The number of injured for the 
first eleven months of 1941 was e- 
timated at 62,195—approximately 
10,000 more than were reported for 
) the same period of 1940. 

Pedestrian deaths alone for the 
eleven month period were given at 
1,114 and pedestrians injured at 
9,004. Since most of these accidents 
occurred after dark, Department of- 
ficials stressed the wearing of white 
articles of clothing at night by pe- 
destrians in order that they may be 
seen more readily. 

Factors blamed by the Depart- 
ment for the heavy inmdrease in 
deaths and accidents were the con-

Taxpayers to Decide on 
‘Tax Cut or State Surphis 


State Controller Harry B. Riley 
today said that California taxpayers 
scon will have an opportunity to de- 
cide whether they wish state taxes 
reduced or a surplus built as a pro- 
tection against possible future hard 
times. 


Quoting figures to show that the 
state is in the best financial con- 
dition since 1938, Controlier Riley 


said that the existing deficit prob- | 


ably will be completely wiped out 
within a few months and a surplus 
of revenue over expenditures then 
will exist. 


“The taxpayers of the state 
through their representatives in the 
Legislature then will have an oppor- 
tunity to decide whether they want 
their taxes cut or whether a cushion 
of money should be accumulated for 
the future,” Riley said. 


The Controller reported that the 
state took in $40,334,110 more than 
it spent in the four-month period 
ended October 31. Revenue in that 
period was 40 per cent higher than 
in the coresponding period last year 
and expenditures were nearly 20 per 
cent less. 


As a result, the general fund cash 
deficiency was cut to $24,031,333 on 
October 31, a reduction of $47,949,- 
656 below the October 31, 1940, de- 
ficiency. 

The favorable trend in state fin- 
ances has resulted largely from un- 
precedented sales tax returns and 
the elimination of the state’s un- 
;employment relief program, Riley 
said.

the President has in fact an ade- 
quate legislative sanction for the 
actions he has taken. In the prize 
cases which were decided by the 
Supreme Court in 1862, the question 
was the legality of Lincoln’s bellig- 
erency begun without previous au- 
thority of Congress. 


The court held that “every act 
passed at the extraordinary session 
of 1861, which was wholly employed 
in enacting laws to enable the gov- 
ernment to prosecute the war with 
vigor and efficiency,” constituted 
“Jegislative sanction” of Lincoln’s 
acts. In this substantial sense the 
record of Congress since the sum- 
mer of 1940 has been legislative 
sanction for the foreign policy 
which was clearly announced while 
Congress was kegislating. Now, of 
course, the repeal of the neutrality 
act in the light of the meaning at- 
tached to it in the debates, con- 
stitutes a full legislative sanction 
for what has thus far been done— 
| namely for conducting limited hos- 
j tilities without assuming in the 
present state of the world as & 
whole the obligation of total bel- 
ligerency. 

Another phrase, which it may be 
useful to look at more closely, is 
the Pesident’s revival of Wilson’s 
‘celebrated slogan about making “the 
world safe for democracy.” These 
words have a double meaning 
which has always caused gerat con- 
fusion. They can be read as calling 
for an American crusade to force 
the democratic form cf government 
upon the peoples of the world. They 
can be read as meaning that Amer- 
ica must see to it that the world is 
a place in which a democracy, like 
\the Uniteg States, is safe. 


There is a vast difference between 
these two conceptions—the one an! 


the world, the other an insistence 
that the world must be a place in 
which a democracy can live safely. 
The first conception—that of a cru- 
sade—is, in my opinion, dangerous 
and undesirable nonsense. It is non- 
sense because you cannot compe! 
others to become self-governing; 
they can become self-governing on- 
ly by their own exertions. It is 
dangerous and undesirable because 
if it were to be taken seriously, 
|there would be no basis fo the or- 
| ganization of peace until the politi- 
cal habits of perhaps nine-tenths of 
the human race had been revolu- 
tionized. 

As a matter of fact, however, no 
| conception of peace makes practical 
| sense unless we recognize that many 
| peoples with differing political tra- 
|ditions and differing systems of 
government will long exist. If they 
are to remain at peace, the crucial 
question is not whether they are 
|democracies but whether they will 
behave lawfully toward their neigh- 
bors. 


In this view, a world made safe! 
for the Ameican democracy would 
also be a world made safe for any | 
other lawful and law-abiding gov- 
ernment, be it a republic, a monar- 
chy, a sultanate, a Tibetan theoc- 
racy, or any of the many variations | 
of republics, kingdoms, empires, and | 
what not. It can be no purpose Of | 
ours to impose our form of democ- | 
y upon Gert yr Russia or | 
span or upon Brit in, China, and} 
Bazril. Our purpose must be 4} 
rorld in -which ¢ ssors have been | 
subdued and in
